1. Claim 1 has been amended for further examination. Claims 3-5 and 7-10 have been 
canceled. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



2. Claims 1, 2, 6 and 1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: No 
prior art of record fairly discloses or suggests a bookmark comprising a bookmark body 
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including a mounted bookmark clip; wherein the clip has a width that equal to that of the 
bookmark body; wherein the bookmark body has a protective surface on which the bookmark 
clip is mounted, has bendable folding surface extending from the folding surface thereby when 
bendable folding surface is bent over one or more pages, the folding sheet is inserted between the 
inner pages of the book; wherein the bookmark body is a plastic bag wherein the protective 
surface is disposed at one end of the bag, the folding sheet is disposed at the other end of the bag, 
and the folding surface is formed on the bag between the protective surface and the folding sheet; 
and including all of the other limitations of the independent claim. 

Machnikowski is the closest reference to read on applicant's invention. However, 
Machnikowski does not disclose wherein the bookmark is a plastic bag wherein the folding 
surface is formed on the plastic bag between the protective surface and the folding sheet; and 
wherein the protective surface is disposed at one end and the folding sheet is disposed at the 
other end of the plastic bag. 



Conclusion 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Burke discloses a similar bookmark.
